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MANY OTHER PASSENGERS WERE SE- 
VERELY INJURED. 


Thirteen Dead Bodies Already Taken 
From the WrecK and Twenty of the In- 
jured Have FEeen Removed to the 
Hospitals at Milan— Rumored That 
Many of the Injured, Were Crematsd 
During the Burning of the Cars, Which 
Followed the Accident—Casualties. 


MILAN, Nov. 29.—An express train, bound 
from this city to Venice, came into collision 


at 8 o’clock this morning with a heavy 


freight tra- which was stationary on the 
rails at 25 us of the first station between 
lio. 
__ tported that thirty-five peo- 
et death.in the wreck and that 
fifteen others were severely injured. 

The most alarming reports reached 
this city, among them being the 
rumor that the passenger train caught fire 
shortly after the accident and that a number 
of wounded people were burned to death. 

Thirteen dead bodies have already been 
removed from the wreck and twenty 
wounded people have been brought to the 
hospitais of this city from the scene of dis, 
aster.

SWINDLER JAILED, 


Leib Was Dupsd and Ran 
Down His Man. 


CHAMPAIGN, III., Nov. 29.—Another swind- 
ding game, in which an innocent farmer 
played an important part, has just come to 
light. The man who was swindled is J. F. 
Lieb, a well-to-do farmer living near here, 
but who when he found out he had been 
beat, decided to keep it to himself, and thus 
avoid answering a great many questions. 
The man who swindled Mr. Lieb has just 
been captured and is now behind the bars. 

Some time last fall a well looking man, 
giving his name as Abe Hampton, called at 
the farm of Mr. Lieb. He represented that 
he owned large quantities of excellent farm 
land in Iowa, and was desirous of trading 
some of it for horses. Hampton carried a 
deed fora 240-acre farm, which he offered 
Mr. Lieb for three horses. The deed was all 
right in Mr. Lieb’s estimation, and the trade 
was quickly made. In due time 
the mail carried the deed to lowa for record 
in the county where the land was supposed 
to lie, and in a few days the paper came back 
accompanied by a letter from the county re- 
corder, saying that Abe Hampton owned no 
land in that county and that the deed had 
been forged,

NEW NUMBERS FOR STREETS. 


Mr. Murphy Estimatse the Cost and Dis- 
ousses the Twelfth Street Pian. 

The resolution introduced by CounciIman 
Gast last night to request the Board of Public 
Improvements to place new street signs at 
the various intersections of the city was 
anticipated some three weeks ago in the 
House of Delegates. The matter has been in 


hands of the Street Commissioner, who will 
make a report to the house on the subject at 
its meeting Friday night. 

**T have been in communication with the 
officers of the Laclede Gas-light Co.,’’ said 
Maj. Murphy this morning, ‘‘relative to the 
company granting the city the privilege of 
using the old lamp posts for street sign pur- 
poses. Ilexpectan answer at any time, and 
if permission is given, asI haveno doubt it 
will be, I will suOmit my report tothe House 
of Delegates. 

‘*What kind of signs will be used?’’ 

„That will have to be governed by 
theamont of money appropriated. By 
using a zine sign similar to the tin ones 
now in uselestimate the cost of the work 
will be about $5,000. There will be 8,200 signs 
required for the entire city.“ 

**Suppose the Laclede Gas, Co, refuses per- 
mission?’’ 

‘*Then we willhave to use the houses as 
faras possible, the electric and telegraph 
poles or even erect wooden posts where ntc- 
essary. We will adopt a sign which can be 
used in a clamp placed on a post and 
also nalled to a wall. This is advised, as 
even ifthe Laclede company grants permis- 
sion it might at any time conclude to take 
down the old posts, and we would then be 
compelled to use the houses. 

The cost ofthe zinc signs is about 35 cents 
apiece and of the clamp for the post 10 certs. 
There isan illuminated sign which can be 
seen at all hours of the day and night which 
costs 66 cents; but as it is made of glass it 
coul@ only be used to advantage onthe sides 
of houses. 

The proposed plans of widening Market 
street between Eighteenth and Twentieth 
streets which have been submitted to the 
President of the Board of Public Improve. 
ments will be submitted totue board at the 
next meeting. 

Concerning this, 
Murphy said: 

This same matter came up before the 
Board of Public Improvements on June 14 
1892, and it was indefinitely postponed. 1 
have not seen the new petition, if one has 
been filed with the board, but 1 doubt it it 
would fare any better than the other. In my 
opinion the sensible thingtodoif more space 
ig necessary to widenEighteenth street on the 
east side from Market to Walnut street. The 
exit from the trains will be on that side, and 
if hacks are tostand near the point of en- 
trance or exit additional space must be pro- 
vided. Eighteenth street has only a thirty-six- 
foot roadway, and the Union Depot Railway 
Co. has two tracks on the street; this leaves 
only ten feet on bach side of 
the tracks available for vehicles 
and it will not be enough. Marxet street has 
also double tracks on the same width of 
roadway and will afford no relief tothe 
hacks and carriages that will congregate 
there when the depot is opened for traffic. 
It is useless at this time to expect 
the city to invest any of the municipal) rey- 
enue in matters of this character. If 
anything is to be done property owners and 
others must bear all the expense. It they are 
willing to do this a way can easily be found 
to widen both Eighteenth street and Market 
street if it is found necessary.’’

THEY OBJECT.

Many Sugar Raisers of the Coun- 
try Are Displeased. 


Strongly Opposed to the Gradual 
Abolishment of the Bounty.

WILL FIGHT THE PROPOSITION IN BOTH 
HOUSE AND SENATE, “i 


They Hope to Secure a Modification of 
the Obnoxious Clause at Least, 
Though They May Not Be Able to 
Have It Stricken Out Altegether— 
They Want a Longer Extension of 
Time—Tariff Speculation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The sugar raisers 
of the country, that is, very many of them, 
are not satisfied with the proposal to grad- 
vally abolish the sugar bounty as intended in 
the Wilson bill. Subsequently they will con- 
tinue the test in the Senate and the House 
with the hope of securing a modification of 
the clause, if they cannot get it stricken out 
entirely. 

They asserted that under the promise of 
the continuation of the bounty granted by 
the McKinley law, which they construe as a 
time contract, they have every reason to 
suppose that the 2 cents a pound bounty 
would de continued for fifteef years from 
the time the bounty was provided, and say 
they will push their fight to the utmost 
limit with the hope of securing better ;terms 
than the Wilson bill gives. They assert that 
they have made large outlays on the 
strength ofthis promised bounty and have 
also made contracts for many years ahead, 
which were controlled by the same con- 
sideration, 

They also assert that in grunting this 
bounty the Government of the United States 
followed an example set by several European 
nations. They say that with the business 
once well started the United States can pro- 
duce all the sugar the people ofthis country 
will consume, and thus keep at home the 
money, amounting toover $100,000,000 annu- 
ally, now sent abroad for sugar. They show 
that while the people of the United States 
consume about one-third of the world’s 
product, they now produce, even under the 
increase caused by the stimulusof the Me- 
Kinley bounty, only about one-tenth of the 
amount consumed in the United States. 

Under the operations of the present law 
the Treasury has paid about $20,000,000 as 
bounty. Of this amount 817.000, 00 was 
awarded for the years 1892 and 1893, and of 
this sum almost $16,000,000 was paid on cane 
sugar, the cage growers being in better con- 
dition than the producers of sorghum, maple 
and beet sugar to take advantage of the Gov- 
ernmenz's offer. 

There was anappreciable increase in all 
kinds of sugar produced in the United States 
in 1893 over 1892, except the sorghum va 
riety, the cane sugar product increasing 
from 364,800,000 to 450,000,000 pounds, the beet 
sugar from 13, 000, 600 to 27,000,000 pounds and 
the maple sugar from 140,000 to 8,634,000 
pounds. 

Itisa mistake to suppose that Louisiana 
would 9e the only State benefited by the re- 
tention ofthe duty on cane sugar. That 
State produces the bulk of the cane sugar, 
but Texas, Florida and Mississippi each 
has some interest in the bounty. 
While beet sugar is . not 80 


Important a product at present as cane 
sugar, those interested in that industry are 
making just as earnest effort as the cane 
sugar men, because they look to the time 
when it will rank with or even outstrip the 
cane article under encouraging conditions. 
and they point to the fact that beginning 
witb 1890, when the product was only 2,800 
pounds, the quantity has more than doubled 
every year since. 

On the basis of the bounty payments of the 
present year, the proposed reduction of the 
bounty by % of the total, or 4 cent per pound 
each year, would affect Louisiana to the ex- 
tent of over $1,000,000 the first year and 
gradually bring the amount paid downto 
nothing. 

M’PHERSON TO LEAD IN THE SENATE. 

It has been generally supposed tnat Sen- 
ator Voorhees, being Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance, would have charge 
of the tarlg bill in the Senate, but such will 
probably fot be the case. It has been ar- 
ranged that Senator McPherson, who is 


thr second member of the committee, 
shall take the lead in the Senate when the 
tariff bill reaches that body, and this 
arrangement will probably be adhered to if 
Mr. McPherson’s condition permits. During 
the extra session he was annoyed by an 
affection of the throat, and if the trouble 
should again assert ttselfhe might again be 
incapacitated for the arduous work that 
will devolve upon the leader of the majority 
in such a contest as this will be. His friends, 
however, insist that he will be in proper con- 
dition, and he will not surrender the posi- 
tion, which is one of high honor as well as 
one of great responsibility. 

It had been supposed that the Democrats 
will desire as their especial Champion in this 
work a man from a different section of the 
country and one who is more pronounced in 
his views upon the tariff than Mr. McPher- 
gon, who, coming, as he does, from a manu- 
facturing State, is supposed to.be somewhat 
influenced by his surroundings. 
While not an advocate of high protec- 
tion, it is asserted that he 
will not favor any sweeping changes which 
might disorganize the business interests or 
materially affect labor in the manufacturing 
centers. It may therefore be expected that

bill was before the Senate Mr. McPherson 
was the Democratic Chhirman of the sub- 
committee which had the tariff under con- 
sideration, agu he has naturally given more 
attention to the subject than have other 
Democratic members of the Finance Commit- 
tee.

SURPRISE TO Born PARTIES. 


The Manchester Guardian’s Review of 
the New Tatiff Bill. 


MANCHESTER, Noy. %.—The Manchester 
Guardian thinks that the Wilson tariff bill is a 
surprise to both parties, saying: Mr. Oleve- 
land has preferred to challenge the protec- 
tionists boldly to adopting a vacillating pol- 
icy ora compromise measure. He thinks it 
will prove a more effective guarantee of the 
favorable balance of trade and the gold re- 
serve than the former policy. 


But the Manchester Guardian thinks that 
there are many reasons to make the success 
of the din dubious, adding thatit is an at- 
tempttoreconcile producers to low prices 
and wage earners to low wages. Nor is it 
clear, itsays, howthe Government is going 
to equalize the budget. It says that the Wil- 
son tariff bill is a much more thorough meas- 
ure of fiscal referm than the most sanguine 
people on this side ventured to anticipate, 
adding: In fora nny, in for a und,’’ 
seems to be the mottb of Mr. Cleveland and 
the other framers of the bill. They seemed 
emboidened by the recent election reverses 
and felt the necessity of a policy which would 
impress and make popUilar its tnauguration, 
both by this magnitude and its audacity and 
of which even its falfure would reflect greater 
credit upon its authors than could be ob- 
tained from the success of a small scheme.

REED WAS AN INFORMER. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 29.—The Morning asserts that 
Patrick Reed, who was murdered night be- 
fore last, was an informer and adds that 
some dangerous Irish-Americans arrived in 
Ireland two weeks ago. 

The correspondent of the London Times here 
says there is no reason to doubt that there 
was an intimate connection between the dis- 
covery of the box containing dynamite in 
front of the Alborough Barracks and the 
murder of Patrick Reed. 

The victim was a member of a secret so- 
clety which met at a club in Tyrone Place. 
An altercation occurred between Sheridan 
and Reed, and they were seen to leave the 
club together between 1 and 2 o’ciock in the 
morning. 

Some boys have found a number of 
loaded American gun and revolver cart- 
ridges in a lane leading from the quays.

PRIDE OF THE FLEET. 

New York, Nov. 29.—The ship that is des- 
tined to be the pride of Brasilian President 
Peixoto’s auxiliary fleet will soon be ready 
to proceed to Rio. This is the famous De- 
stroyer. She will be fitted witha Howell tor- 
pedo tube, afterthe manner in which the 
Javelin and Feiseen were fitted, thus sup 


ing a ship both weapons will be used, the

Capt. G. M. Buck is to be in command of 
the Destroyed. Capt. Buck was born in 
Bucksport, Me. He was graduated from 
Annapolis Naval Academy in 1681. He served 
on the Lancaster for one year when she was 
the flagship of the Mediterranean Squadron. 
He resigned from the navy six years ago, but 
has seen constant sea service since. He was 
fora time an officer in the O. & O. Co. in the 
Pacifio, and aisoin the American Steamship 
Co. When one ot the vessels of the former 
company was wrecked he displayed such 
Dravery that a testimonial was presented 
him by the company.

PLAIRTIVE VOICES. 

As was expected the proposed reform in 
the tariff has provoked violent protests 
from those whose privileges are abridged 
or abolished by the new measure. 

Every special interest which has fattened 
on monopoly conferred by the law cries out 
that a great wrong is being done. From 
every quarter come whining complaints 
that this or that industry will have to 
‘‘shut up,“ and that thousands of men 
willbe thrown out of employment, con- 
demned to death by freezing or starvation 
owing to the deluge of good things from 
abroad which the Wilson bill invites. 

The real meaning of these whines is 
that a favored few will not be able to rob 
the people to the same extent as under the 
McKinley law. The complaints are ex- 
actly like those a train robber might make 
should he find that his unearned but 
hardly-won profits had been made impos- 
sible by police precaution. 

But the truth probably is that very few 
of the objectors believe their own non- 
sense. The experience of England, which 
fifty years ago adopted a much more radi- 
cal measure, discredits all the forebod- 
ings of the protectionists. Trade has in- 
creased and business prospered with every 
approach to unrestricted commerce. 

But the added advantage of the healthy 
system proposed is that the prosperity 
will not be monopolized by afew, but 
distributed as nearly as may be among all 
classes.

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FOOT BALL. 


The great American game of foot ball, 
which has crowded out most other athletic 
sports, is likely to fall into disfavor be- 
cause of the brutality which seems to be 
engendered by it. In St. Louis an athletic

whether some of its members should not

Athletic sports are worthy of all praise 
when they promote physical health and 
cultivate the manly qualities of courage, 
fortitude and endurance. But when they 
breed mere brutality, when they invite 
displays of cowardly or rufflanly charac- 
teristics, they cannot be too severely con- 
demned. 

The popularity of foot ball has already 
suffered from the infusion of rowdyism, 
and if it is not to be abandoned altogether 
it will have to be reformed, As at present 
played it is not a gentleman’s game.

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THE AMERICAN AS A VOTER. 


The opinion that the Democrats are in 
luck in getting their defeat through a 
tariff scare this year rather than later may 
console some of the political philosophers, 
but what a commentary it is on the in- 
telligence of the American voter. 

If we are to vote one year for a certain 
national policy, and in another year, be- 
fore that policy has had any test at all, we 
are to vote a reversal, is it not a very 
humiliating faet? If the American voter 
is to be turned by every wind that blows, 
how is he to be benefited by the exercise 
of his suffrage rights? 

If the hard times were anything new in 
this country, the alarm which the voter is 
alleged to have taken at the calamity cries 
of high tariff politicians would have been 
natural, Under high tariff we have had 
the bloodiest labor riots and all sorts of 
business depression, though continually 
yieiding to the increased demands of the 
Carnegies and other vampires who have 
controlled legislation and bought elec- 
tions.

In a Washington dispatch a newspaper 
which opposes everything in the nature of 
reform or justice says with respect to the 
proposed income tax: 

„The drift of purpose (in the Ways and 
Means Committee) is to strike capital and 
the profits of most kinds of business, while 
certain kinds, notably stimulants, will be let 
off easily.’’ 

Of course no reasonable person sees ina 
justly graduated tax upon large incomes any 
suggestion of aneffort ‘‘to strike capital. 
An income tax is not even a tax on capital. 
It is a tax on superfluous accumulation, 
which does not touch capital at all or in any 
way cripple industry, 

It is nothing more thana fair distribution 
ofthe burdens of government among citl- 
zens according tothe ability of eachto pay 
and according to the gains each makes under 
the protection of government. 

It is the only tax which does not and can 
not in any degree impoverish the men who 
pay it. It is the only one which in no de- 
gree abridges any man’s enjoyment ofthe 
necessaries of life, the only tax that falls ex- 
clusively upon superfiuities, and not very 
heavily even upon them.

E'ectric Tragedies. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Tothe people who are not familiar with 
electricity the ‘‘trolley’’ is a dangerous ani- 
mal, 

The voltage of an ordinary street railway 
circuit is 500. The amperes are determined 


by Ohm’s law, I. e., varies inversely with 
the circuitresistance. A voltage of 500 is not 
sufficient to produce death, although a per- 
son wonld be unable to let go, and he 
would be heated up pretty well. 

The distressing accident that occurred yes- 
terday morning must have been duetoa 
crossed wire of very high tension, such as is 
used in arc lighting. This high tension is 
fatal; some such accident must have hap- 
pened to produce such results. 

The railway currents are direct in charac- 
ter; if it had been alternating it might have 
been fatal. However, When persons have 
been killed“ by the alternating current (of 
lew frequency), many of them have been 
brought to’’ by treating them exactly as a 
drowned person would be, I. e., by chafing 
the wrists, producing artificial respiration, 
etc, The alternating currents of high fre- 
quency are perfectly harmless. They are not 
met outside of the laboratory, however. I 
have taken a current of hightension and 
high frequency of several thousand volts. It 
was perfectly harmless; made so by the fre.

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PLAINTIVE VOICES. 

As was expected the proposed reform in 
the tariff has provoked violent protests 
from those whose privileges are abridged 
or abolished by the new measure. 

Every special interest which has fattened 
on monopoly conferred by the law cries out 
that a great wrong is being done. From 
every quarter come whining complaints 
that this or that industry will have to 
shut up,“ and that thousands of men 
willbe thrown out of employment, con- 
demned to death by freezing or starvation 
owing to the deluge of good things from 
abroad which the Wilson bill invites. 

The real meaning of these whines is 
that a favored few will not beg able to rob 
the people to the same extent as under the 
McKinley law. The complaints are ex- 
actly like those a train robber might make 
should he find that his unearned but 
hardly-won profits had been made impos- 
sible by police precaution. 

But the truth probably is that very few 
of the objectors believe their own non- 
sense. The experience of England, which 
fifty years ago adopted a much more radi- 
cal measure, discredits all the forebod- 
ings of the protectionists. Trade has in- 
creased and business prospered with every 
approach to unrestricted commerce. 

But the added advantage of the healthy 
system proposed is that the prosperity 
will not be monopolized by afew, but 
distributed as nearly as may be among all 
classes,

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FOOT BALL. 


The great American game of foot ball, 
which has crowded out most other athletic 
sports, is likely to fall into disfavor be- 
cause of the brutality which seems to be 
engendered by it. In St. Louis an athletic 
club is even now trying to ascertain 
whether some of its members should not 
be expelled for ungentlemanly and ruf- 
flanly conduct on the field, while in the 
East there is a hot discussion over 
the question whether or not a game 
ought to be maintained which has in 
two months caused the death of four 
men, the crippling of half a dozen and the 
horrible disfigurement of many more. 

The brutal instincts seem to spring to 
the surface in this game. Gentle, mild- 
mannered young fellows become unspeak- 
able rufflans when struggling for

towin. Anexample of this unmanliness 
was seen in a recent Eastern game when 
one of the players deliberately broke an- 
other’s nose, which was just recovering 
from a fracture legitimately produced. 

Athletic sports are worthy of all praise 
when they promote physical health and 
cultivate the manly qualities of courage, 
fortitude and endurance. But when they 
breed mere brutality, when they invite 
displays of cowardly or ruffianly charac- 
teristics, they cannot be too severely con- 
demned. 

The popularity of foot ball has already 
suffered from the infusion of rowdyism, 
and if it is not to be abandoned altogether 
it will have to be reformed, As at present 
played it is not a gentleman’s game. 


A FIELD FOR COL. 


BUTLER. 


Not long since that eminent sanitarian, 
Col. Ed Butler, loudly - protested against 
the dumping of garbage into the Missis- 
sippi, and the people echoed this virtuous 
protest, just as they do in all cases where 
Col. Butler lifts up his voice in the cause 
of reform, 

How inexpressibly shocked our great 
sanitarian and philanthropist would be 
could he waft himself to Philadelphia at 
this time and see what is going on there. 

The Philadelphians have an incinerating 
furnace forthe destruction of their gar- 
bage, but some of it seems to get away, 
just as ours has done in spite of the cease- 
less vigilance of our sanitarian. In fact, 
thousands of loads of Philadelphia’s gar- 
bage are actually dumped upon ground 
that is within the city limits. 

The Philadelphians, being not less 
thrifty than other Pennsylvanians, utilize 
this dumped garbage in fertilizing their 
truck patches, and some of them keep 
large droves of hogs that are fed on what. 
the carts collect from garbage depositories. 

Atapoint wherethe garbage is trans- 
ferred from wagons to barrels, and where 
a good deal of it is dropped, there is a 
schoolhouse; and though the stench has 
been sickening the teachers dared not com- 
plain, fearing that they would lose thei 
heads through a pull“ the contracto 
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phia roadway cntractors of old shoes, 
paper, carpets, hats, tin cans, boxes, and 
even garbage and grass in making a solid 
roadbed. These roadway contractors be- 
ing the same that have the contract for the 
removal of the garbage, get double pay 
from the city. 

Let us hope, however, that Col. Butler 
may never learn of the condition of affairs 
Philadelphia, and that the Phila- 
delphians may never learn what an honest 
sanitarian Col. Butler is. He might want 
to go there at once in the cause ot reform, 
or there might be an urgent call from Phil- 
adelphia for him to come there. In either 
case we might lose him. 

Our sympathies go out to Philadelphia, 
for we have known the odors and the 
dangers of misplaced and neglected gar- 
bage, but we really cannot spare our most 
prominent reformer.

THE AMERICAN AS A VOTER. 


The opinion that the Democrats are in 
luck in getting their defeat through a 
tariff scare this year rather than later may 
console some of the political philosophers, 
but what a commentary it is on the in- 
telligence of the American voter. 

If we are to vote one year for a certain 
national policy, and in another year, be- 
fore that policy has had any test at all, we 
are to vote a reversal, is it not a very 
humiliating faet? If the American voter 
is to be turned by every wind that blows, 
how is he to be benefited by the exercise 
of his suffrage rights? 

If the hard times were anything new in 
this country, the alarm which the voter is 
alleged to have taken at the calamity cries 
of high tariff politicians would have been 
natural, Under high tariff we have had 
the bloodiest labor riots and all sorts of 
business depression, though continually 
yielding to the increased demands of the 
Carnegies and other vampires who have 
controlled legislation and bought elec- 
tions. Every voter who knows anything 
at all of his country’s history since the 
war is perfectly aware that the high tariff 
has not prevented panics and depression. 

The present stagnation was brought 
about in many ways, and if we are to 
believe that the recent elections were a 
condemnation of tariff reform wecan no 
longer suppose that the American voter 
knew what he wanted in the elections of 
1890 and 1892. 

There is nothing in the returns to show 
that the victories of Nov. 7 were high 
tariff triumphs, and we are not yet pre- 
pared toagree with Benjamin Harrison 
that the voters of this country do not 
know what they are about.

It is the only one which in no de- 
gree abridges any man’s enjoyment ofthe 
necessaries of life, the only tax that falls ex- 
clusively upon superfiuities, and not very 
heavily even upon them,

E'ectric Tragedies. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

To the people who are not familiar with 
electricity the ‘‘trolley’’ is a dangerous ani- 
mal, 

The voltage of an ordinary street railway 
circuit is 500. The amperes are determined 


by Ohm’s law, i. e., varies inversely with 
the circuitresistance. A voltage of 500 is not 
sufficient to produce death, although a per- 
son wonld be unable to iet go, and he 
would be heated up pretty well. 

The distressing accident that occurred yes- 
terday morning must have been duetoa 
crossed wire of very high tension, such as is 
used in arc lighting. This high tension is 
fatal; some such accident must have hap- 
pened to produce such results. 

The railway currents are direct in charac- 
ter; if it had been alternating it might have 
been fatal. However, when persons have 
been ‘*Killed’’ by the alternating current (of 
lew frequency), many of them have been 
brought to’’ by treating them exactly as a 
drowned person would „ I. e., by chafing 
the wrists, producing artificial respiration, 
etc, The alternating currents of high fre- 
quency are perfectly harmless. They are not 
met outside of the laboratory, however. I 
have taken a current of hightension and 
high frequency of several thousand volts. It 
was perfectly harmless; made so by the fre. 
quency of alternation, seepectieliz ;

The news of finding of Carlin and his com- 
panions was sent out in last Saturday night's 
dispatches, but the story of the sufferings of 
the party was not fully told. They were 


found by Lieut. Elliott inthe middle fork of 
Clear Water, 130 miles from the nearest set- 
tlement. Thie was one week ago to-day. 

The lost party consisted of W. E. Carlin, J. 
H. Pierce, A. H. Himmeiwright and M. Spen- 
cer, guide. They were in bad shape when 
foun being out of provisions, nearly 
starved and barefoot, and with scarcely any 
clothing. They were slowly making their 
way down the river. George Colgate, the 
cook of the party, gave outa few days be- 
fore the rescue and had to be left, and it is 
feared may have died. 

When Lieut. Elliott and his brave and 
sturdy snowshoers came upon the exhausted 
meninthe middle fork of the Clear Water 
they were bravely fighting their way through 
the snow, but the reception they gave the 
gallant officer and his men was more than a 
welcome. Men who for weeks had been 
struggling almost against hope knew they 
were saved and they wept for joy, They 
were given plenty of food, some clothing, 
and, after a rest, ther lliott party proceeded 
on to where Colgate was left, withthe hope 
of saving him, if possible. 

Mr. Carlin, in speaking of their experi- 
ence, said that they had enjoyed excellent 
sportup to within four weeks ago, when 
snow began falling and continued ſ almost 
constantly. About three weeks ago, during 
a lull in the storm, the party broke camp for 
a moose hunt. At the head of Clear Water 
River a flerce 4powstorm and blizzard again 
set in and they soon realized that they were 
lost. Theh began a fearful struggle between 
them and death. The snow soon becanie so 
deep that their horses became worthless and 
were abandoned. For days they struggied and 
fioundered through snow seeking to recover 
the lost trall. he snow becoming deeper 
and deeper they were obliged to discard all 
baggage and part of their provisions, even 
some of their outer garments. Later they 

n to suffer torture from cold and hunger 
ana their shoes became worn through. 
They bundled their feet as best they cou 
They were in despair of ever getting out 
alive and could not have survived much

The Carlin party has been out since Sept. 
15, and the Elliott’ relief party was 
fitted out in Spokane by Capt. Merriam 
two weeks ago, and left forthe Bitter Root 
Mountains by way of Kendrick, Idaho, hay.

| Department: 

The Postmaster General in his financial 
statements shows thatthe deficiency for the 
year ending June 30, 1893, was $5,177,171, in- 
stead of $1,552,423, as estimated by Mr. Wan- 
amaker, and that instead of a surplus of 
$872,245 for the current fiscal year, as 


estimated by-Mr. pee oye! 3 will be 
anestimated deficit of $7,830,473. The Post- 
master General estimates the — revenue 
for the fiscal year ending June 30,1895, at $84, - 
427,748, and the gross expenditures ‘at $90, - 
399,485, leaving an estimated deficiency of $5, — 
971, 730, which, however, WII decreased 
81, 250, 600 from the fund taken from the 
un i paid money order account. 

Although there are ninety-three additional 
post-offices now entitled tothe free delivery 
service, the absence of appropriation for ex- 
tension renders impossible the establishment 
ofthe system in even one of the towns, 
There are now 610 free delivery offices. After 
a thorough trial of two and one-half years 
the experiments in free delivery tried in 460 
towns of populations ranging from 900 to 
4,000 have not proved the desirability of es- 
tablishing the system generally,’ which the 
Postmaster-General estimates would neces- 
sitate an annual outlay of $10,000,000. The 
appropriation of $10,000 made for the trial of 
rural free delivery has been found iInade- 
— ig a fair test, and the plan is not ap- 
pro 
The Postmaster-General by one stroke has 
settled the carried-overtime question under 
the eight-hourlaw. Claims for over time 
amounting to nearly $1,000,000 were on file in 
the Dpartment when he assumed his duties. 
Under his order of April (last, however, post- 
masters havebeen held so,strictly accountable 
for the time of their carriers that the making 
of overtime has practically ceased. 

Concerning the fixing of Government tele- 
graph rates, Mr. Bissell recites the protest of 
the telegraph companles agalust the rates 
fixed by his predecesserand the suits which 
have been instituted against the Government 
to recover atthe rates charged the public. 
Therates fixed by Postmaster-General Bissell 
were accepted by the companies and are 
about 8 per cent below those fixed by Post- 
master-General Dickinson in 1888. 

On June 80, 1893, there were 63,403 post- 

offices in the United States, an increase of 
1,284 over the previous year.

Northern Arkansas Looks After the 
State’s Good Name. 


DETECTIVES, SHERIFFS, CONSTABLES 
AND BLOODHOUNDS IN THE HUNT, 


In the Mountain District the Officers 
Are Searching for Traces of Evidence 
to Present in the Courts Against the 


Train Robbers. 


Within a week the Olyphant (Ark.) rob- 
bers, whom the Iron Mountain Railway 
officials have been chasing with one of the 
best organized posses ever employed in man- 
hunting, will be within the walls ofthe Ar- 
kansas penitentiary at Little Rock. Gus- 
tavus H. Thiel, the head of the 
St. Louls detective agency. is managing 
the hunt in person. He is being 
assisted by nearly all the sheriffs and deputy 
sheriffs inthe three northern tiers of coun- 
ties in Arkansas. At one time when a 
general officer of the Iron Mountain was 
with the pursuing party there were as many 
as 250 persons, all armed to the teeth, seek- 
ing the robbers. Twelve of them were 
Sheriffs. 

In spite of the rallway’s policy of silence, 
and in spite ofthe magnified accounts that 
the correspondents have sent, the Post-Dis- 
PATCH has been able to obtain the true story 
of this remarkable chase. 

Instead of thirteen men in the robber party 
there wére eight. Instead of seven men cap- 

irt but three are in the law’s hands. Natu- 
rally they would beimprisoned at Newport, 
the county seat of Jackson County, where 
the robbery occurred. They are imprisoned 
at the Penitentiary at Little Rock, for the 
railway company believed they would have 
been lynched had they been entrusted to the 
flimsy protection of the Newport jail. 

The last robber caught was a man named 
Williams. He was run down ia the 
mountains near Witt Spring, about 
300 miles out on the Iron Mountain 


from St. Louls. His capture was effected 
only three daysago. That he has given the 
gang away is probable, for a4 special emissary 
arrived in St. Louls yesterday from Gustavus 
H. Thiel. It is Known that he was in confer- 
ence with the Iron Mountain Railway officials 
ail forenoon. He brought with him the car- 
— taken from the express car by the rob- 
ers. 

The robbery occurred at an unimportant 
station and was in reality an unimportant 
robbery as train robberies go. Only $472 in 
money was secured besides the watches of 
the passengers and some cheap jewelry from 
the Pacific Express Co.’s car. The train 
robbed was No, 51, going south. 

robbers had intended to rob 
No. 56, the north - bound cannon- 
ball express which carries money packages. 
Had they robbed it their booty would have 
amounted to thousands of collars. 

But No. 56 did not stop at Olyphant on the 
night of Nov. 8, contrary to its rule. Andso 
when No. 51 did the robbers boarded it 
undercover of the darkness. They went 
through passengers and crew and got off. 
9 they got away on seven horses and a 
mule. 

The seven horses and a mule marked a 
wide trail. The robbers soon recognized this 
and abandoned their mounts, They made 
for the hills which are covered with scrub 
oak and boulders, They must have abandoned 
their horses in any event fora man can 
scarcely make his way over the rough sur- 
face of these so-called mountains. 

The first capture was made ata point in 
the hills, fifteen miles from. Jamestown. 
The robbers had made about forty miles on 
foot up what is known as the 011 
Trough,’’ and were pretty well 
tired out. They made no resist 
ance to Sheriff Patterson and his 
posses. Two men were taken. They gave 
their names as Arnet and Lemon. Since then 
they haveadmitted that their names are 
Hodgett and Brady. 

The next capture was made near Witt 
Springs. Searcy Co. Only one was bagged 
this time, the man Williams. He was taken 
by Deputy Marsbal Copeland of the Indian 
Territory. 

Sheriff Patterson had with him two blood 
hounds and, after the first capture, four 
more were procured from the Little Rock 
Penitentiary. The four from Little Rock are 
still with the pursuing party. 

One of the troubles experienced with blood- 
hounds is due to their want of discrimina- 
tion. They follow a trail, but they follow 
any trail. They are as apt to follow the trail 
of an honest moonshiner of the hills in 
which the five uncaptured robbers are hiding 
as they are to follow the trail of the 
robbers themselves. They have been doing 
this more or less, and as the mountains are 
fullof moonshiners the man-hunters have 
been led a very lively chase. 

To show how big a contract the hunters 
have taken upon themselves it must 
be known that the hills in which the five 
robbers are now hidden arein a country 
which for 150 miles in any direction is inacces* 
sible to railway or telegraph, and is settled 
mainly by moonshiners who are prejudiced 
if prejudiced at all against the of- 
ficers of the law and in favor of the 
robbers. Therailway company knows who 
the five robbers are, and that they are 
making for the Indian Territory. They have 
given Detective Thiel carte blanche, and he 
has pressed a few Indian Territory man- 
hunters into his service. They are closing 
the hunted men in a trap. The weather is 
warm in Arkansas, and sleeping on the 
ground is not uncomfortable. The hunt will 

all winter if need be. 
was obtained from 
two robbers captured d 
$100 from the second. The seven horses and 
the mule were a rich find, for with them 
were six overcoats and five rubber coats. 
The stolen watches were tied upin the over- 
coats which were strapped on the backs of 
the saddles. Three Winchesters and a half 
dozen revolvers were also recovered, as well 
as the express car carbine anda part of the 
express company’s cheap jewelry. 


MANIA FOR RIFLING MAILS, 


A Western Postmistress Who Pilfered 
Her Way Intothe Penitentiary. 
DENVER, Colo., Nov. 29.—There is a re- 
markable story in the case of Mrs. John C, 
Gatlin, the postmistress of Myersville, Wyo., 
who was recently sentenced to the peniten- 


tlary for robbing the mall. Her 
conviction was brought about through 
the efforts of the inspectors of 
the postal service in this city, and from 
those officials the following interesting facts 
are learned: Mrs. Gatlin acted as an assist- 
ant Postmaster at Myersville, her husband 
holding the appointment. Ever since she 
went into the office in 1890, until the time of 
her being taken into custody to Cheyenne, 
articles sent by mail: have been missed, 
These have covered all kinds of merchanaise 
and valuables, money, silks, cutlery and 
nicknacks. 

Mrs. Gatlin herseif was the complainant in 
a numder of cases. She would receive goods 
which she ordered from Chicago and then, by 
deciaring that they had never come, geta 
second consignment of them. 

The stealing was incessant. In fact,almost 
évery article of value sent over the line dis- 
appeared. The first clew came when Mrs. 
Gatlin went to Chicago for a six-months’ 
visit, The stealing suddenly stopped, quickly 
S again upon her return,

learned of their losses. fn one case it was 
necessary, in order to secure the contents of 
a certain pouch, to cut a slash beside the 
wane lock.
